S80 
take advice and guard against stencils 
in which, in the actual design, there 
is a superabundancy of stencil board 
and a scarcity of “holes.” It is al- 
ways better to find a stencil where the 
design js compact. And it Is because it 
is so hard to find that these have been 
designed especially for you. You will
